If you would be a succes$ful oflice seeker, 
buy a radio station! Surprisingly enough, 
several radio station owners or operators 
have begun to take a prominent place in 
the present political whirl. At least three 
broadcasters are currently seeking high office. 

If Henry Field of KFNF. Shenandoah, la., 
who won the Republican nomination for 
U. S, Senator in the recent Iowa primaries, is 
elected, he will make the third U. S. Senator 
owTiing or operating a radio station. The 
other two are Senator Arthur Capper, of 
Kansas, who owns WIBW. and Senator John 
S. Cohen of Georgia, publisher of the At- 
lanta Journal and owner of WSB. 

There are no station owners in the House 
of Representatives, as yet, although Dr. 
Frank W. Elliott former manager of WIIO- 
WOC and one time president of the National 
Association of Broadcasters, is seeking office. 
So far. Elliott has managed to secure the 
Republican nomination in the Davenport 
district.

The Once Over

/~\UR music critic. Cjrleton Smith, hasofteu 
referred (o the fact that opera starj 
seldom give their best to the radii, audience. 
He explains this by saying that they are not 
given their choice of songs, and since oper- 
atic suigers train their voices for a particu- 
lar iy\)c of music they find it difTicutt, if 
not impossible, to meet the many liniit,ilions 
placed upon them by Che broadiraslers. 

First of all we want to dear the broad- 
casters of responsibility for this stale of 
alTairs and place the blame squarely on the 
program spon.virs who present these artists 
to the listeners. 1 he trouble lies, we be- 
lieve, in the fact that the advertisers are 
poor psychologists, and are working on the 
assumption that radio listeners are a race 
of morons. How come? Well, listen to a 
modem comedy of crrori 

Two of the best known progr.ims present- 
ing opera stars arc the Sunday General 
Electric and the Swift Garden Hour IJoih 
have expended huge sums each year to bring 
the radio audience such artists as Tito 
Schipa, Bcniamino Gigli. Mary Garden, John 
Charles Thomas, Charles Marsiiall, Richard 
Bonelli, Ro.sa Ponsclle. and many others. 
But these artists are told that in order to 
get a large listening audience for tlii'ir spon- 
sor they must sing the songs that everyone 
knows: the old familiar baliads. like Silver 
Threads Among The Gold. Mighty Like a 
Rose, etc , tiiosc are the songs that everyone 
wants lo hear Mrs. Jones or Mr Smith, 
who have ncser been to tJje opera, wouldn't 
care to hear arias from Grand Opera. And 
that settles that question 

Here is what this line of reasoning pro- 
duces on the air. Mrs. Junes and Mr Smith, 
who have never been to the opera because, 
in the first place, it costs too much compared 
to the cost of (he movies, ami. vctiiidly, it's 
terribly dull silting through three hours of 
singing about something ihcy don't under- 
stand, learn that a great opera star is to 
appear on the radio Sunday. Well, it dtx-Mi't 
co.st anything to tunc in. and half an hour 
of opera is just about the right amount, so 
Mrs. Jones and Mr Smith tune in on Sun- 
day, only to find that the great opera star 
stngs two or three of the old balljd.s. like 
Carry Me Back To Old Virgjnny, or Mother 
Machrce. and that the favorite crooner of 
Mr. Jones and Mr Smith sings them much 
better anyway. They then and there decide 
that opera is the bunk, that the great opera 
star has been greatly overrated, and the 
chances are in favor of their p.issing up 
the next broadcast of a singer of opeiatie 
fame. 

On the other hand. Mrt Smythe. *hc« 
goes to the opera occasionally, tunes in the 
broadcast and is thoroughly disgusted Mith 
the work of the great opera star Site has 
heard him in a number of operas and she 
finds him at his worst while singing tl*;se 
ballads on the air Whereupon Mrs. Smyihe 
decides that radio programs are l>eing pro- 
duced for morons, and that a receiver is out 
of place in a home where good taste and 
culture are the order.

When Ihc Camel Caravan, now dishandecf, 
visited Indianapolis a number of weeks ago, 
Morton Downey, who won his first lame 
with the song "Wabash Moon." got his first 
glimpse of the Wabash, it turned out lo 
be a modest little creek, and Morton was 
given a vote of thanks by the Wabash 
Boosters Association for his efforts in h'half 
of their favorite body of water Somclxxly 
asked him how he came to write the song 
without ever having seen the river to which 
Morton replied that he may not have seen 
the river, but he certainly had seen the 
moon.

began to get a clear idea that there might 
be money in this business of scraping notes 
out of a fiddle and blou'ing noises out of 
brass. So the four stuck logeihcr, mack 
other ladies tap their toes, pocketed mckels, 
and tlien helped win the war. 

The musicians were too young to carry a 
gun — Guy was twelve — but Ihey helped by 
providing theme songs for war at the Lon- 
don, Ontario, barracks, near their home. Ihey 
looted out martial tunes for the soldiers, the 
soldiers sang them, and months later m |he 
trenches the songs they played were hummed 
while shells made a discord of civilization. 
The boys thought that over and decided that 
music was a strange thing. 

Looking back at the past, Guy Lombardo, 
who, as the oldast, heads their orchestra, 
realizes that he figures events on a family 
basis. It goes like this: Lcbett refused to 
play the trumpet any lunger and insisted on 
pounding the drums. Papa Lombardo 
punched holes in the ceiling and blamed it 
on the war. 

"Parades," hesliouted, "soldiers marching in 
step. It gets in the blood, and even an honest 
trumpet pl.iyer wants to beat out foot music " 
So that was 1917, the year the Lombardos 
staned to play for concerts, socials and lodge 
dances. Then Carmen switched to a saxo- 
phone. He became Public Enemy No. I by 
being the first to bring that weird instrument 
into their town. He mastered it, and worse, 
gave lessons to others. His best pupils, 
Freddy Higman and Bern Davies. were taken 
into the band and protected That expansion 
marks 1?20, when their orchestra became big 
enough for ballroom work. Then there was a 
ukcleic player in town, Francis Henry. They 
argued with Fran that sitting around in 
canoes twanging Hawaiian chords never would 
get him any place. So he took to playing a 
banjo and got into the orchestra. 

Then Lebcrt tired of the drums and went 
back to the trumpet, which me,int the addi- 
tion of another playmate. George Cowans, as 
drummer. That meant 1923 with nine in the 
band. Then Corinne Arbuckle heard them, 
decided they should join her act, and took 
them to Detroit, their first appearance out- 
side their home district. 

Lombardo is not clear about the rise to 
prominence except they went to Qeveland, 
played in Sophie Tucker's road bouse, went 
on the air to give the home folks a thrill — 
everybody in the band wired home to "LJstcn 
to us"— and finally played a long engagement 
in Chicago. He remembers that in Geveland 
their fate was decided in a funny way. 

The boys got homesick and called a meet- 
ing to s*e if they should go back home or stay 
in this country. The vote was deadlocked 
when the last member of the band arrived 
late. He had just met a grand girl, voted (o 
stay and that was Ihe hairline between being 
a small town band and a famous orchestra. 

Part of their success Lombardo attributes 
to the fact that the band played together for 
eleven years without a change of musicians, 
except when Victor was added several years 
ago. 

"My band remains intact," Lombardo said. 
"You see there are my three brothers and the 
others are old friends. We've always played 
together, .it's teamwork that counts in an 
orchestra just as much as on the gridiron and 
the diamond." 

That partly explains it— partly but not all. 
Much lies in the personality and force of 
Guy Lombardo himself. Two anecdotes give 
an insight into the man. 

Victor, although a mu<iici.nn. had never be- 
longed to his brother s band. When Guy was 



in Chic.igo playing at the Granada Cafe. 
Victor approached his big brother. 

"1 want to join your band, Guy, will you 
take me in?" Victor asked. At that time 
Victor had been playing the saxophone for 
six years. 

Guy had his brother play for him. and 
listened as attentively and yet as impartially 
as he would have listened to a stranger. At 
the end he turned to the young saxophonist 
and said: 

"No. Vic. you better go back and practice 
up a little bit more." 

That was all. Not another word was said. 
After half a dozen years he was not quite 
good enough, and the fact that he was a 
brother meant nothing to Guy who insists 
upon real musicianship. The result was that 
Victor played successively with two other 
orchestras and later qualiTted for the Royal 
Canadians. 

The other story shows Lombardo's loyalty 
to a friend. He never forgets. One ol the 
band's first great successes was at the Gran- 
ada in Oiicago, and for that Guy was 
grateful to the manager who first ga^'C him a 
chance. Recently he heard that that man 
had had reverses and was broke. I mmediaielv 
Guy took a week's vacation with his band and 
played at the Granada for seven days with- 
out charge. 

Lombardo is an innovator in dance orches- 
tras. He knows the charm of simplicity in 
orchestration, and appreciates the subtle art 
of pianissimo d>'namics. 

"I didn't give the people what Ihcy 
wanted," Lombardo said in discussing his 
own particular version of the Cinderella story. 
"1 gave them what they didn't expect. As 
a matter of fact (he new rhythm and unusual 
lonal combinations didn't gel over so well 
at first, but I find they are suddenly popular. 

When Lombardo opened a week's engage- 
ment at the Chicago Theater he broke all at- 
tendance records. The box office returns 
vt^'re (72,000 for that week. So far as we 
know,, this has been ecjualled by no other 
dance hand. 

Guy and his band are one of radios 
romances. Theirs is the story of a small or- 
chesira playing community affairs and college 
dances along our northern border— ot the 
discovery of a new dance tempo— of Chicago 
— later New York— the Columbia bro.i<kast- 
ing chain —and fame. Almost overnight the 
smooth, dreamy Lombardo rhythm has csit- 
tured the continent.

Two More Stations 

Taken Over By Nets 

Two more important broadcasting stations 
went under network eonirol last week. KFH), 
S.in Francisco, was sold to NBC for ?600,ODO 
ami Columbia was authorized to lease WJSV, 
Alexandria, Virginia, for 5i2O,O0O a year wiih 
option to buy at the end of five years for the 
sum of f400,000, WJSV is just across the 
Polom;ic from Washington, KPO is a 5,000 
watt station, but will shortly go to 50,000, 
and WJSV operates with 10,000 watts on 
l-KB kc. 

This transfer gives NBC a total or part 
ownership in eleven stations. Besides KPO. 
it owns outright WEAF and WJZ in New 
York; WENR in Chicago; WTAM. Qeve- 
land, and WRC Washington. CBS owns six 
stations in whole or part and leases two 
others. It owns outright WABC, New York; 
WBBM, Chicago: WBT. Charlotte: WCCO. 
Minneapolis, and WKRQ Cincinnati.

the fe.iture. With the increase in popularity 
of radio, the practice of writing fan mail 
was stimulated with the result that the 
numbers of letters received by NBC and 
associated stations has mounted month by 
month and year by year 

As a matter of interest a letter written 
by a radio listener may be traced from the 
listener's home where the radio receiver 
plays an important part in his daily life, 
education -nd entertainment Dispatched 
through Uncle Sara's efficient service, the 
mail is delivered in quantities, a number of 
sacks several times each day. Received by 
the .\udicnce Mail department, it is emptied 
on the desks and sorted. 

Letters addressed to NBC are read and 
answered. Those that require answers to 
questions which entail special research are 
sent to proper destinations and answered by 
various departments. Letters addressed to 
clients are sent to them each day, and tjiose 
addressed directly to the r.idio artists are 
sorted and delivered to the eager recipients. 

There is no end to the variety of ques- 
tions asked about radio, about the artists, 
and in many cases, about particular pro- 
grams that may have gone on the air the 
previous day or perhaps two or three 
months previous. Each of the letters is 
carefully read and the questions answered 
whenever possible. 

Many, of course, contain rtquests for spe- 
cilic material offered during broadcasts. 



arttsis take pride in answcnng all ol their 
letters personally. Sometimes listeners con- 
tribute by mail to radio programs. The 
Sinclair Miiistrcls program, for instance, is 
built around jokes submitted from week to 
Week by its followers. 

Almost without exception the letters re- 
ceived at the Qiicago NBC headquarters 
commend the programs on the air. 

Fan mail, incidentally, also includes more 
than letters. Gifts of every description are 
frequently received by the artists. Amos 
'n' Andy have been the recipients of many 
varied gifts a; a result of something men- 
tioned during their broadcasts. Everett 
Mitchell, announcer, has been promlitcd a 
fourteen button rattlesnake from the Texas 
arid regions; Harry Kogen and the Home- 
steaders orchestra receive all ions of edibles 
prepared by members of the Farm and 
Home Hour audience. 

Crates of oranges from Florida, apples 
from Washington state, flowers and candy 
from all parts of the nation are included 
among the various surprise packages that 
find their way to radio artists. 

Curiously addressed letters are not infre- 
quent So well known are some of the 
artt.sts that letters addressed merely with 
si>me characteristic radio saying or drawing 
are promptly delivered. Other tetters come 
from far away nations and tell of the re- 
ception of programs many thousands of 
miles away.
